TO STEW: Wash and cut m one- 


half inch pieces. Pour boiling water 
over and let stand for 15 to 20 min- 
utes. Drain off, then add just a lit- 


tle water, cook 
until tender, then 


add sugar to taste and cook a little 
longer. Stalks may <bo peeled IT pi «- 
ferred. 


FOR PIES: Wash and cut in one- 


half inch pieces without peelfng; tor 
every pint 
of rhubarb 
add thiee* 


fourths of a cup of sui;ar mixed with 
one teaspoonful flour and one well 
beaten egg. 
Bake between crusts. 


FOR PUDDING: 
Wash and cut 


into one inch lengths (but do not 
peel) enough rhvbarb to make four 
cups. 
Butter four or five slices of 


slightly stale bread 
and 
cut into 


cubes. Mix lightly with rhubarb and 
one cup sugar and bake in buttered 
baking dish for about 
20 minutes, 


keeping pan covered first ten min- 
utes. 


FOR CONSERVE: Wash and cut 


sticks into one inch lengths. To each 
cup of rhubarb add three-fourths of a 
cup sugar, stir constantly and cook 
quickly to the 
consistency 
of jam. 


Add one-fourth of a cup chopped nuts 
to each cup of conserve and pour 
into hot glasses.

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FIND PREHISTORIC 


SHOPS IN TEXAS 


Village Sites Antedating Settling 


of Whites Are Located 


There 


WASHINGTON.—In order to put 


Texas on the map, archeoligically, 
bv gathering evidences of the char- 
acter of Indian life there, before the 
coming of the white man, the bu. 
reau of American ethnology has al- 
ready inaugurated studies In that 
field which promise important re- 
Bults, it was announced today. 


Notwithstanding 
its 
magnitude 


very little attention has been paid 
to the many evidences of an abor- 


[s iginal population in 
Texas before 


the advent of white settlers. This 
is the more remarkable because the 
state is situated between the Pu- 
eblo and the Mound Builders area, 
two of tie most interesting regions 
inhabited by prehistoric man. 


Dr. J. Walter Pewkes, chief of the 


bureau, with the help of Professor 
Pearce of the University of Texas 
has already located many prehis- 
toric workshops and long-forgotten 
village sites, 
antedating 
French 


Spanish or American settlers. Man> 
stone implements occur In these lo- 
calities, some of which, made from 
flint, 
show 
remarkable skill in 


manufacture. 
The 
character 
of 


these implements indicate that the 
Inhabitants of the 
middle of the 


state were hunters more or less no- 
madic, while eastern Texas, or that 
part lying-in the timber belt, was in- 
habited by agricultural tribes pos- 
sessing skill in pottery manufacture, 
a craft foreign to a hunting tribe. 
Indian life in this area, it is stated, 
must have been closely related to 
that of the ancient Mound Builders 
of Louisiana and Arkansas, but in 
the western part of Texas, which is 
an elevated, more or less arid pla- 
teau, the ancient Inhabitants were 
quite unlike the rest of the state, 


resembling the Pueblos of New Mex- 
ico. 


Very little It known of the mode 


of life of the prehistoric Indians in 
these three areas, but the prelimi- 
nary examination, It 1» said, indi- 
cates that much light may yet be 
shed on the migration and dlstrlbu. 
:ion 
of Texas Indians in an epoch 


hitherto unknown to students by a 
study of prehistoric remains scat- 
tered ov-r the state. 


The widespread belief that the 


ancient aborigines of Texas were 
practically the same as the fierce 
tribes encountered in modern times 
by the early white settlers is largely 
the result of want of knowledge of 
prehistoric remains, 
the 
bureau 


stated. 
In the opening ; ears of 


the eighteenth 
century, Apaches, 


Comanches and other savage tribes 
roamed over Texas, following the 
buffalo or .. iding across it into Old 
Mexico. Some of these Texas tribes 
were reported to have been canni- 
bals, it is stated. There seems to 
have been con tant hostilities be- 
tween these Indians, in -which many 
smaller 
tribes were exterminated. 


The number and extent of work- 
shops and village sites may be the 
sole surviving 'indication of some of 
these tribes ( said the bureau, as 
they imply great antiquity and the 
objects from these sites differ from 
those in use by the historic In- 
dians. 


The surfaces of several of 
the 


flint implements are modified by 
long continued atmospheric or other 
agencies to such an extent that 
many years, possibly centuries, must 
have elapsed since they were left 
by those who manufactured them, it 
is believed.

could be tia^d for either underground 
or surface listening, and was of ut- 
most value in the trenches. 


Provided with one or these micro- 


phones, the observer, in a safe place 
a mile behind the front line, could hear 
what \vas going on In No Man's 
Land. If an enemy patrol was silently 
crawling across that dangerous ter- 
ritory, he could give warning. 
Small 


noise's unheard in the trenches wer« 
audible to him. 


Whereas the man with the "geo- 


phone" was obliged (for detection ol 
enemy mining operations) to 
place 


himself in the sap-head, the micro- 
phone operator need not enter the tun- 
nel at all. "With the help of wires 
suitably strung, he might be a mile 
away a'nd listen to what was going on 
in thn neighborhood of half-a-dozen 
tunnels. 


When we entered the war, the 


Vnited States Bureau of Mines offered 
for the government's use its "experi- 
mental mine." twelve miles from Pitts- 
burgh, which was already equipped with 
delicate 
instruments ' for 
listening 


through the earth—their object being 
to provide means whereby miners im- 
prisoned aa a result of explosion or 
other disaster might give notice of 
their whereabouts and of the fact that 
they were alive. 


It was found that these instruments 


could be adapted for war purposes, 
and benco the development of the re- 


contrivances here described.

DEADLY enemy of the smoker is 
the "cigarette beetle," an Insect 


<rne-fourth of an inch long that has a 
passion for tobacco. 
It bores holes 


through cigarettes, converts the to- 
bacco into dusty refuse and discolors 
the wrappers. 


It is not less fond of cigars, often 


destroying the inside -works thereof al- 
most entirely without disturbing the 
outer coat of leaf. 
When the ulti- 


mate consumer has lighted such a 
•'weed" he finds that it does not draw 
well and burns unevenly. The flavor 
leaves much to be desired, and dust is 
drawn into the rnouth with every puff. 


To make the matter worse, high- 


grada cigars, in which the more ex- 
pensive leaf is used as wrapper or 
filler, are far more liable to attack 
by th» beetle than brands made from 
heavier, stronger and inferior grades 
of tobacco. 


With cigarettes it is the same way. 


The beetle is a connoisseur in to- 
baccos and prefers the sweeter, milder 
types of leaf, such as are used in the 
manufacture of the more expensive 
grades. Fine Turkish cigarettes are 
specially liable to attack, holes being 
bored even through the cork tips. 


Most of the damage is done by the 


"worm," or larva, of the beetle, though 
the latter continues to be a tobacco 
eater through its adult life. Plug to- 
bacco is by no means despised by the 
Insect, which riddles it with galleries. 
The same thing happens to pressed 
and sliced smoking tobacco. 


The quantity actually eaten by the 


"bug" is of far less' importance than 
the injury done by the refuse it leaves 
behind, including the remains of dead 
beetles, excrement, etc., which render 
the manufactured product unsalable. 


This highly objectionable insect la 


supposed to have been originally a 
native of the warm latitudes of Airmr- 
ica. It has been distributed by com- 
merce to all parts of the world. 
In 


warm 
tobacco-producing 
counurles, 


such as Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines, where the beetles breed 
continuously 
throughout the ytiar. 


they are being constantly exported in 
shipments of cigars and bales of cigar 
tobacco. 


Within recent years there haa been 


a noticeable increase and spread of the 
beetle in tobacco 
factories in 
the 


United States. It is attributed by man- 
ufacturers to the general use of steam 


for the heating of their plants, the 
higher and more uniform temperature 
thus maintained rendering conditions 
more favorable for breeding. 


In warm weathei generations of the 


beetles succeed each other very rapid- 
ly ; thus hogsheads of export leaf, con- 
taining only a few of the insects when 
shipped, may become heavily infested 
en route and almost worthless after 
a long sea voyage, the high tem- 
perature and moisture in the hold of 
a vessel creating conditions ideal for 
reproduction. 


Tobacco may also become Infested In 


the hands of the retailer. The beetle 


Is now so widely scattered through, 
out the country that it Is often found 
in the storage rooms, showcases and 
humidors cf cigar stores/ 


Much success is understood to hav« 


been obtained with a machine patented 
by a Philadelphia inventor. Franklin 
S. Smith, by which the beetles an 
destroyed (and their larvae and eggs 
as well) with;the X-ray; boxes of cj< 
gars and cigarettes being carried by; 
an endless belt through the apparatus, 
to be delivered in a sterilized condi- 
tion at the further end. It is not 
necessary even to open the container* 
in order to accomplish the work.

Biggest of the Sapphires 


A A 
'•*> of the loss 


of the "largest sapphire in the 


world" by Countess Barnicka. who 
was robbed of it on a train while 
escaping from Bolsheviki after the de- 
struction of her house near Kiev. 


The eize of the gem is not men- 


tioned. But probably it. did not equal 
in this respect the sapphire two inches 
long which adorns the top of the Ger- 
man imperial crown and which (dating 
back to the tenth century) was pre- 
sumably brought home as a piece of 
loot by pious crusaders. 


The stone familiar to us as sap- 


phire is blue corundum. Ruby is red 
corundum. 
Transparent crystals of 


green corundum are "Oriental emer- 
ald." If purple, they are 
"Oriental 


amethyst" — the ordinary, amethyst 
being pink quartz crystal. If yellow, 
they are "Oriental topaz," or "yellow 
sapphire." 


We are well acquainted with corun- 


dum as an abrasive. But transparent 


crystals of this same substance afford 
material for gems of high value, their 
different colors being due to metallic 
oxides. 


Fine sapphires are more vnluabla 


than diamonds of equal weight and 
quality, only rubies being more- pre- 
cious. But ruby crystals (in the rough) 
are rarely more than half an inch 
long, whereas those of sapphire oc- 
casionally reach three inches. 
Most 


prized are the "velvet blae" sapphires 
and those of "cornflower" tint. 


One of the most fatuous gems of 


this variety is .:>e "wooden-spoon sap- 
phire," which sets its name from the 
circumstance that it was picked up by 
a Ceylo;,ese dealer in wooden spoons. 
A while ago it was in the Hope col- 
lection. It is violet by day but red by 
artificial light. 


In 1S82 there occurred in the Sinda 


Pass of the Himalayas a great land- 
slide, which uncovered a wonderful 
sapphire-bearing deposit. 
From the 


latter have since been obtained many 
of the finest existing sapphires. Aside 
from this deposit, the most important 
source of fine gem-stones of the kind 
is a district in Ceylon. 


Our own country is far from con- 


spicuous as a producer of gems. But 
the upper Missouri River has yielded 
from its gravel bars large numbers 
of small, bright and beautiful sap- 
phires. 
They are not big enough or 


dark enough to fetch high prices. 


Nevertheless, the finest green sap- 


phire (Oriental emerald) in the world 
was found in Macon County, North 
Carolina, and at last accounts was a 
feature of the collection of a citizen of 
Philadelphia—Clarence S. Bement 
It 


is a transparent nodule of crystal, re- 
markably pure and would yield in cut- 
ting a. gem of thirty carats. 


A yellow sapphire two Inches long 


forms the apex of one of the Russian 
crowns, preserved until recently at the 
Kremlin, in Moscow.

At 
this time he had a small one-room establishment with only a 
feAv clerks, and he was manager, janitor, salesman and pro- 
prietor. Today he is one of the greatest retail merchants in 
northwestern Ohio, and his advertising bills are far nearer 
$2,000 a month than $15. His banking loan credit is- easily 
$50,000 on his name alone, and he plans still bigger additions 
to his great department store. 


OVER THE COUNTRY live-wire merchants and manufac- 
turers are using advertising as never before; here in Lima we 
cite the above dominating illustration. Can any merchant, in 
the face of such facts, afford to limit his appropriation for 
publicity? 


Willing to Spend 


GOVERNOR COX IS EXPECTED to veto the general emer- 
gency taxation bill which will virtually, if passed, annul the 
Smith one per cent law. 
The veto is the only salvation of the 


taxpayer, for if this bill passes the cities will have a right to 
go the limit. The Smith one per cent law expects somewhere 
near real values to go on the tax duplicate. Should these real 
values as being recorded in late real estate transactions be 
made the basis for property values by the decennial appraisers 
next year, then Lima need have no worry. Not one in one 
hundred business properties in Lima is on the tax duplicate 
at 50 per cent of the present reported sales. On the basis of 
recent deals one ppr cent on $20,000 worth of vacant lots 
would soon give tho city magnificent returns. If Lima needs 
more money, l^t the commissioners name a new appraisal 
board and take recent sales reports as the basis of value. Did 
we hear any real estate owners yell murder?

The empty sac or the gland should 
then be bathed with a little toilet 
vinegar and water, or with a very 
weak solution of carbolic acid Ster- 
ilize the needle before using it by 
dipping into boiling water.
